A few  words  should  be  said  on  behalf  of 
these  early  US  Mint  medals.  In  our  opinion, 
they  are  among  the  most  under  appreciated 
and  under  valued  series  in  American  exo- 
numia.  Their  artistry  and  medallic  exec- 
ution exceeds  most  all  of  our  modern  medals. 
Their  historical  significance  is  immense 
and  yet  they  seem  to  engender  little  interest 
outside  of  a small  number  of  collectors. 
However,  next  year  should  see  the  fruits  of 
Bob  Julian's  research  on  these  medals  and 
his  much  anticipated  work  on  US  Mint  Medals 
through  1892  should  be  published.  A very
